SUBJECT: Employment Estimates for Electoral Districts--Revision with 
More Detail 


The attached tables show estimates of employment by Electoral 
District in 1981. The method of estimation is the same as that 
described in "Neighborhood Business Patterns."'’ In this case, I selected 
entire zip code areas that best matched the boundaries of the Electoral 
Districts. In most districts, combinations of zip codes represent the 
districts fairly well. However, in three districts (3,4,7), the 
overlapping zip code areas mean that estimates of employment for each of 
the three districts are subject to much error. Consequently, the 


summary table (attached) includes an estimate for districts 3,4, and 7, 
combined. 


The summary table shows that districts 1,2 and 8 had most of the 
City's workplaces.and employees. The other districts were more 
residential in character. 


About one-third of the employees in each district were in services 
industries. Districts 6,7 and 8 had over forty percent of their 
employees in services (including health and hospitals). District 2 had 
the most manufacturing jobs (about 18,000).
